Today, you and I will see discount interest pretty much 
only when we lend money to businesses or governments.

Actually all 
of the drugs available can be divided into a few basic groups. 
None of these drugs can cure asthma, but they do relieve it's 
symptoms. 

Your doctor may have already prescribed a drug to treat 
asthma and explained it's purpose to you and explained how 
it is to be used. But you are probably also aware that some of 
the drugs used in the treatment of asthma can be bought over 
the counter without a prescription. Despite the ease with 
which they can be obtained, these should not be used without 
first obtaining your doctor's advice. Used improperly, these 
drugs can be very dangerous. , 
Bronchbditators 

Bronchodilators relax the muscles surrounding the bron- 
chioles permitting a free exchange of air. One of the most 
commonly prescribed bronochodilators for relieving asth- 
matic attacks is theophylline, a bronchial smooth muscle 
relaxant. Theophylline is available under several different

Other bronchodilating drugs include: ispprotenrenol, epin- 
ephrine, ephedrine, phenylephrine, and isoetharine 
(Bronkosol, BronkometerK Metaproterenol (Alupent, 
Metaprey), and Termutanline (Brethine, Bricamyr) are 
broken down by the body more slowly so they don't need to be

general they may cause nervousness, and palpitations; or a

Steroids 

Steroids, such as prednisone are related to the adrenal hor- 
mone cortisone. They are very effective drugs against asth- 
ma, but should be used only as a last resort, when all other 
drugs fail or when the attack is so severe that hospitalization 
is required. 

Long term use of steroids risks serious side effects, in- 
cluding changes in body shape, stunting of growth, and sup- 
pression of normal adrenal function. It must be emphasized 
however, that these effects take^ time to^ develop. Steroid 
treatment for only a few days during an acute flareup rarely 
causes problems and can help the patient. - J 
Cromolyn "^"1 ~~~~ ~ — 

This drug appears to decrease the sensitivity of the lung to 
many of.the triggers of asthma. Cromolyn can be used only to 
prevent an a ttack , it has no effect once wheezing starts. The 
drug is relatively expensiveand is inhaled into the lungs 
several times a day. ' .
